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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to After Final Amendment filed July 25, 2006. Claims 1 and 
23 have been amended and claim 5 has been cancelled as requested by the applicant. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Amendment, filed July 25, 2006, with respect to claim 1 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 1 has been withdrawn. 
Applicant amended claim 1 to include allowable subject matter of claim 5. As such the rejection 
of claim 1 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-4,6-11 and 22-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the prior art fails to teach or suggest an infrared filter with a filter 
stack comprising a plurality of dielectric layer and a plurality of metal layers with a transmission 
greater than or equal to 75% between 400nm and 600nm wherein the dielectric layer are niobium 
oxide and the metal layers are silver. 
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Regarding claim 23, the prior art fails to teach or suggest an infrared filter with a filter 
stack comprising a plurality of dielectric layer, a plurality of corrosion suppressing layers and a 
plurality of metal layers with a transmission greater than or equal to 75% between 400nm and 
600nm and wherein the stack sequence is D1/C1/M1/C2/D2 where D is a dielectric layer, C is a 
corrosion suppressing layer and M is a metal layer. 

The remaining claims depend from claims 1 and 23 and are allowable for the same 
reasons.
